men, was killed on duty Oct. 24 in an air crash, the So- * 


viet Tass News Agency announced Tuesday night. 


Khrushchev, who praised Nede- 
lin’s forces for shooting down 
American U2 pilot Francis Gary 
Powers last May 1, hailed Nedelin 
as a Soviet hero. 


Nedelin, one of the new genera- 
tion Soviet marshals, recently was 
put in charge of all Soviet rocket 
forces directly under Defense Min- 
ister Rodion Malinovsky. 


STARTED IN ARMY 


He was replaced by Marshal 
Kirill Semenovich Moskalenko 
who was made a deputy defense 
minister. 


No details of the crash were 
given except for the word that 
Nedelin was killed in the course 
of his duties. 


Nedelin learned his military 
trade in the army. He joined the 
army in the 1920s and was sent 
immediately to artillery school 
and was a marshal in the artillery 
when he became head of the 
rocket forces.

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Leniency for King 


Is Wise Course 


DeKalb County may have present le- 
gal grounds for jailing Martin Luther 
King. But moral damage to this commu- 
nity will result. 

If he is to be imprisoned for the four- 
month term imposed on him Tuesday, we 
would urge the state to pardon him. 


Any ends of justice that could be 
served by holding Dr. King in prison 
would be minor indeed compared to the 
wreckage of this community's reputation 
for racial restraint and forbearance. The 
most important time for the community 
to show it—as Rich’s showed it by declin- 
ing to prosecute—is the very time when 
Dr. King is not showing it. If we Geor- 
gians are not big enough to keep perspec- 
tive, we are grown small indeed. 


Dr. King was arrested for breaking the 
state anti-trespass law while on proba- 
tion for breaking the driver’s license law. 
For thus violating probation he was sen- 
tenced to four months. This is not to ques- 
tion the legality of what has been done. 
It is not a matter of what the community 
can do to Dr. King. It is a matter of what 
the community chooses to do. 


As a newspaper that has urged Dr. 
King to cease deliberately defying the 
trespass law, which is valid while under 
test appeal, and to confine his demon- 
strations to lawful ones, we strongly be- 
lieve the people of Georgia oppose placing 
him in the martyr’s pillory, and instead 
favor the more patient policy of leniency. 

No man is big enough to defy the law. 
But this community is too big to invoke 
the limit of the law under circum- 
stances and at a time when it is not only 
important for us to be fair, but important 
for us to be seen to. be fair. The letter of 
the law is not half so important in this 
case as is the spirit of the community. 
That spirit is not small. It is great, and in 
the name of common sense it should be 
shown now.

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‘Old Policies’ in Cobb 


Are Quite Questionable 


It is good to note that Cobb County 
Commissioner Herbert McCollum has re- 
versed his position of last week and now 
stands ready to permit a Constitution re- 
porter to look at public records. 

But it turns out there is not much 
point in scrutinizing the particular record 
sought because McCollum now says the 
C. W. Mathews Construction Co. has not 
paid rent on use of county equipment. 


There is a “swap-out” arrangement 
under which the county helps Mathews 
when he needs it and the latter helps the 
county when it needs it, according to the 
commissioner’s explanation. 

He also said county labor sometimes 
is used on private contractors’ projects 
and, as ‘to reports convicts have loaded 
chert at the Cobb County quarry into 
private trucks, the county gives away 
chert and gravel for use on private drive- 
ways. 

These practices come under the head- 
ing of “old policies.” 

But in our opinion they are question- 
able policies no matter how old they are 
and present opportunities for abuse.

On Ending an Old Evil 


Success of the State Chamber of Com- 
merce’s stepped-up campaign to knock 
out speed traps in Georgia hinges on elim- 
ination of the fee system. 

A number of organizations, including 
the Georgia Sheriffs Assn. itself, is on 
record as favoring legislation that would 
place sheriffs on a salary basis. 


But the rub has been not only in ar- 
riving at agreements as to what really 
constitutes fair salaries but in overzom- 
ing arguments from some counties that 
they cannot afford to pay salaries. 

Actually, though, how can they afford 
not to? 


It is a mighty poor system they have— 
one in which the more arrests are made 
the more money goes into the pockets of 
those making the arrests. 


It would be far better for funds stem- 
ming from arrests to go into the county 
treasury and for officials to be paid fair 
salaries. 


As to those who contend their of- 
ficials would not perform the functions 
of their office adequately under such an 
arrangement, they have their resort at 
the polls. 


Traffic laws should be enforced. But 
let them be enforced fairly and not under 
a fee system with its obvious evils.

These Two Lives 


Were Worth the While 


The deaths of Dr. George Lee Echols 
and Dr. Y. H. Yarbrough take from us in 
one week two men whose lifetime labors 
at Milledgeville State Hospital make a 
monument to the highest ideal of medi- 
cine. 


Dr. Echols died Sunday at age 85 
after devoting 44 years to the state’s un- 
fortunate. He served selflessly in the for- 
gotten vineyards and his service was a 
milestone toward hope for many of the 
hopeless. 


Dr. Yarbrough worked with the old 
men—a thousand of them in one build- 
ing in his last years. After 55 years’ serv- 
ice, he still made one final check of his 
wards the morning he went to surgery 
for the operation that culminated in his 
death on Monday. He knew the gravity 
of his illness and he was in pain. But 
one admiring attendant in the crowded 
wards said “the old doc meant to leave 
everything right, and he had us hopping 
to the very last minute, changing those 
sheets.” 


The very old at the hospital are its 
most hopeless. Yet now and then Dr. Yar- 
brough was able to bring one of the gray 
men back from suffering sufficiently to 
see him taken home by his loved ones. 
And he once said: 


“T don’t know any better incentive to 
stay in a place like this, and work with 
these patients, than that. It’s worth the 
while.” 

Now the while upon this earth is 
done for Dr. Yarbrough and Dr. Echols. 
They spent it more nobly than most of us. 


State Business Leaders

Georgia business leaders are showing 
commendable aggressiveness in looking 
to the state’s economic future.

Errors Highlight 
This Campaign 


WASHINGTON—Every presidential campaign 
because its outcome 
can and often has shaped the course of history 


is “historic” and “great” 


and the stake is the greatest in politics. But the 1960 contest may 
prove historic in the special sense that, in the area of foreign pol- 
icy, as soon as one candidate has made a huge mistake, his rival bal- 


ances it with one of his own. 

Since ail these incidents oc- 
curred when Vice President Nixon 
and Sen. Kennedy were in “‘con- 
frontation” or appearing separate- 
ly on television, this snapshot 
form of journalism probably ac- 
counts for the regularity of these 
blunders. 

But there are heavier pressures 
on the oceupant of the awesome 
office both Kennedy and Nixon 
are seeking. And it is the thought 
of these which disturbs what ap- 
pears to be a large voting group 
which has not yet been persuaded 
that either Kennedy or Nixon is 
as cool and competent under fire 
as a successful president must be. 

The “historic’’ campaign period 
in which the candidates matched 
errors began with Kennedy’s an- 
swer to a question about Quemoy 
and Matsu.

This offered Nixon a_ perfect 
opportunity to bolster his charge 
that Kennedy has an ‘“‘impulsive”’ 
and “immature’’ approach to the 
hair-trigger foreign policy situa- 
tions in which the United States 
is globally involved. 

But he wasted the materials for 
his portrait of his rival, which 
Kennedy unintentionally had sup- 
plied, by discussing U.S. armed

The next opportunity Kennedy 
provided for Nixon was his state- 
ment of how he would deal with 
the very dangerous situation cre- 
ated by Castro’s rise to power in 
Cuba and the consequent threat of 
a militant Communist govern- 
ment 90 miles off the American 
mainland. 

Kennedy charged that, except 
for continuing aid to Batista that 
was “‘ineffective,”’ the administra- 
tion had “done nothing for six 
years while the conditions that 
give rise to communism grew.” 

But then, when Kennedy 
helped Nixon out of a fix, which 
was not of his own making, by 
proposing to ‘‘strengthen the anti- 
Castro forces in Cuba itself’’ (in

American States), Nixon promptly 
sacrificed his advantage. He 
equated his proposed ‘‘quaran- 
tine” of the Castro government 
with the process by which the 
anti - American dictator Arbenz 
was overthrown in Guatemala.

It has been six years since the City of Griffin started fluoridation 
of its water supply. The dire warnings of a few people have not come 
to pass. Nobody’s teeth have fallen out, daisies are not sprouting from 


the tops of our citizens’ 
over the world. 


Griffin, as in so many other 
worthy things, was a pioneer in 
fluoridation. It began here in Oc- 
tober of 1954, and has spread 
since until about a fourth of all 
Americans now live in communi- 
ties whose water supply contains 
enough fluoride to arrest tooth 
decay. The United States Public 
Health Service, which tradition- 
ally shuns premature approval of 
new developments, says that 


fluoridation of public water sup- | 


plies is both effective and safe. 


Knowing these facts, one might 
assume that most other commu- 
nities were in a great hurry to 
get the benefits of fluoridation. 
But such an assumption would be 
dead wrong. Despite widespread 
acceptance and the virtually un- 
qualified approval of the Public 
Health Service and various other 
experts, resistance to fluoridation 


is still powerful in many parts.

On U.S. Prestige? 


WASHINGTON—Neither presidential candi-

tral question of the campaign: 


of the United States around the world high or low, good or bad, 


rising or falling? 


Judging the level of national 
prestige is about as scientific as 
guessing the number of beans in 
a bag or predicting how many 
mice will be in orbit next year. 

So far Nixon and Kennedy 
have been offering extremely 
partisan, all-right and all-wrong 
conclusions which bear little rela- 
tionship to reality: Nixon that 
““prestige”’’ is at an all-time high 
and rising; Kennedy that it is 
perilously low and falling. 

If you are confused about the 
status of U.S. prestige because 
Kennedy and Nixon are so far 
apart on it, don’t be worried. 
You're normal. There are good 
reasons for this confusion: 


1. National prestige cannot be 
measured by statisticians or sta- 
tistics. It is a commodity easy 
to talk about, hard to assess. 


2. Is there a fixed volume of 
prestige in the world? Thus if 
one country gains some prestige, 
must another country or group 
of countries lose prestige? I 
doubt it, although some of the 
political debate makes it look 
that way. 

After the devastation of World 
War II,. which left the United 
States economically unimpaired, 
many countries have achieved 
great economic recovery and ad- 
vancement. Russia and Red Chi- 
na are far stronger today than 
in 1945. So are Britain, Germany, 
France, all of Western Europe 
and Japan. They have moved up 
faster economically than the 


U.S. because they were down so 


much lower. ‘

Because America’s principal 
allies are vastly better off today 
and are able to share more in 
aiding the developing countries, 
it does not follow that U-/S. 
prestige is lower. 


3. There is another important 
factor in this equation of gross 
national prestige. Nixon leaves 
the impression that everything 
that has gone well in the world 
is a U.S. government success. 
Kennedy leaves the impression 
that everything that has gone 
badly in the world is a USS. 
government failure. Neither is 
true. Much that goes on in the 
world has little or no relation- 
ship to anything the United 
States does or fails to do. The 
U.S. government didn’t lose 
mainland China to the Com- 
munists. Chiang Kai-shek did. 
The U.S. government didn’t cre- 
ate Castro. Batista created Cas- 
tro. The U.S. doesn’t deserve 
credit for bringing about the 
independence of 16 new African 
nations. And when something 
goes wrong with one or more of 


_ these fragile countries, the U.S. 


government isn’t to blame. 


We are living in a changing 
and explosive world. It is un- 
real to think that every welcome 
change is an American achieve- 
ment and that every unwelcome 
explosion is an American failure. 
Let us not claim too much credit 


_for ourselves. But also let us not 


claim too much discredit for our- 
selves on matters over which the 


U.S. government cannot have 
control.

A dozen years ago an old lady was tried in our local court on a charge of 
doing in a young woman with a sash weight and stowing 


her body away in a trunk in the basement. As far as I know the old lady never 


denied the crime, at least not after the body was discovered. 
from a shopping expedition and she saw all the police cars in front of her door. 


She was coming home on the bus

trepidation she rode past her stop but then she recovered her poise, resolutely got off the bus and 


went back to face the music. 

At the trial, her lawyers en- 
tered a plea of insanity for her, 
alleging that she mistakenly 
suspected the pretty young 
woman she killed of having 
tried to break up her daughter's 
marriage. The strongest ev- 
idence of insanity they had to 
offer was that the old lady kept 
one room in her house for a 
‘plunder room’’ and in it she 
stored boxes and boxes of clip- 
pings of Dorothy Dix’s lovelorn 
column. 


It was evidently sufficient to 


convince the jury. They sent the 
old lady to Milledgeville State 
Hospital instead of to jail or the 
electric chair. But the existence 
of that “plunder room” and 
those boxes of newspaper clip- 
pings didn’t seem the slightest 
bit insane to some of us. In 
fact, they established a sort of 
bond between us and the little 
gray-haired grandmother who 
was on trial. 

We didn't approve of murder 
or regard it as the action of a 
sane woman. But her junk room 
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‘That’s Show Biz!’ 


and clippings were evidence of 
magpie-type personality with 
which I feel the greatest rap- 
port. I never have been able to 
fathom the uncluttered citizen. 
And a “plunder room” is my 
idea of one of the privileges of 
the big-house rich. 

I'd rather have it than a 
whole battery of closets. I'd ra- 
ther have it than anything they 
have put in the new houses— 
family rooms, garden rooms, 
television rooms, even indoor 
swimming pools. 

When I was a child, we had a 
neighbor who had such a room 
upstairs in a sort of barn and 
toolshed structure in the back 
yard. This hot, airless space 
was amply lighted by a skylight 
and it smelled of beeswax, 
Stored from their hives, beans 
spread out on sacks to dry, and 
that faintly musty perfume of 
old books and old papers. I used 
to sit there for hours reading Al- 
bert Payson Terhune’s ‘“‘Gray 
Dawn” stories in back issues of 
the Saturday Evening Post. On 
rainy days, it was a good re- 
treat for reading or writing. 
Architects don’t begin to re- 
place that kind of room with 
their family rooms of today.

Greenglass, 38, was sentenced 
to 15 years in prison for conspir- 
ing with the Rosenbergs to steal 
atomic secrets for Russia. He is 
serving his time at the Lewis- 
burg, Pa., Federal Penitentiary.

Wilkins, who stood beside 
Williams during the hearing, said 
he was present to demonstrate 
that there is “‘no separation be- 
tween Dr. King and us (the 
NAACP) on this point.

“The trip to see the Titos 
was a big success,” said Mr.

She is the 
daughter of a successful tea 
merchant who left her a per- 
sonal income of about $200 a 
month.”’ 


Mr. St. John, who was here 
dividing his time between his 
friends, Mrs. Bernice McCullar 
and Mr. and Mrs. Louis Erick- 
son, said that the president of 
the United Arab Republic and 
his wife have lunch together 
every day. “It’s mostly just 
vegetables and cheese and tele- 
phone calls are forbidden dur- 
ing the one hour they are to- 
gether dining.”’ 


“Until the revolution, Nasser 
took his wife to a movie once 
a week. When his security offi- 
cers advised him to stop this 
practice, he bought a projector 
and set it up on his private ten- 
nis court.

A thousand old men at Mil- 
ledgeville State Hospital have 
lost their father. 


Dr. Y. H. Yarbrough is dead. 

It is presumptuous for me to 
be writing a requiem for Dr. 
Yarbrough because I saw him 
only three times. He was a 
sturdy little man with a froth of 
clean white hair, spiking up in 
the back like the stubborn cow- 
lick of a little boy. His eyes 
were slanted and squinted 
watchfully and they seemed to 
mist easily when he spoke of 
certain things. He wore a 
starched white jacket and his 
hands were scrubbed pink. His 
time-curved fingers were stiff- 
ened, but when he clasped your 
hand they were gentle, not 
papery as you expected. 


Patricia Noot LaHatte and I 
spent some time with Dr. Yar- 
brough when we were preparing 
for the filming of a television 
presentation of the Milledgeville 
story. We were discussing his 
work and the way it could best 
be shown in pictures. 


We talked to him in the over- 
heated waiting room of the 
sprawling old treatment wards 
where he presided as directing 
psychiatrist. Immense ferns 
cascading from pots everywhere 
in unexpected vigor, shaded the 
sickly faces of old men who sat 
on benches nearby, waiting, 
waiting. The ferns were an in- 
congruous note and we re- 
marked on them as a symbol. 


We walked with Dr. Yarbrough 
on his rounds, seeing the light 
he carried in his presence illu- 
minate the dark knots of listless 
old men. There was a glow- 
ing, almost incandescent quality 
about his white coat and his 
head as he bent over beds, pat- 
ting the sick men, comforting 
them as tenderly as if they were 
really his children. 


They roused, tried to touch his 
sleeve. 


““Doctor,”” complained one, “‘I 
am so sick. I have not eaten. 
I did not sleep last night. Old 
Jim, he kept me awake... .” 


Dr. Yarbrough nodded. 
straightened the cover and 
smoothed the man’s cheek with 
the back of his hand. He 
lingered a moment, looking into 
his face and listening. He was 
not in a hurry. 


These men are all in various 
stages of childhood. Some of 
them are irascible and rowdy, 
as mean as little boys learning 
how ornery they can be and get 
away with it. They say bad 
words. They do ugly little 
tricks, and snicker, happy in 
their mischief. 


Some of them are really sick,

snarled, rheumatic, in pain. 
Their joints hurt. They have a 
vague discomfort, a misery they 
cannot lose, and it is not just in 
their joints.

Tables on Mom 


“You're not supposed to do 
that, Mama,”’ the curly-haired 
youngster decreed as his moth- 
er started serving supper. “At 
nursery school they told us to 
do it this way—.,”’ 


The six-year-old boy then 
demonstrated a reasonable fac- 
simile of the proper way to 
serve and be served at meal- 
time. 


Recalling the incident, the 
youth’s mother — who works 
“eight hours every day and 
some times 10 or 12°°—~said she 
was “hopping mad’ because 
her son “had the nerve” to 
criticize her table manners. 


“Then,” she added, “I real- 
ized I really was lucky that he 
had even noticed it. Every 
mother wants her babies to 
grow up knowing what's right 
and wrong and to act like other 
well-brought-up boys, no matter 
how much money they've got. 
Or haven't got.” 


SOLE SUPPORT 


She said that, being the sole 
support of her family, she had 
no opportunity to teach her son 
“the right table manners and 
things.’ 


“It's all I can do,” she said, 
“to just get done what has to 
be done. I honestly don’t know 
what I'd do if it wasn't for the 
nursery.”’ 


The nursery for which this 
mother is so grateful is a unit 
of the Sheltering Arms Assn. 
of Day Nurseries. The two nurs- 
eries—Dorothy Arkwright, 89 
Memorial Dr., SE, and Osgood 
Sanders, 214 Baker St., NW— 
are supported by funds contrib- 
uted through the United Appeal 
for Community Chest-Red Cross. 


The nursery association, un- 
der the direction of Mrs. Flora 
Conger, provides day care for 
girls of from 2 to 12 years of 
age, boys from 2 to 10 years old. 
The majority of the youngsters 
are from low-income families or 
broken homes. In every case, 
the family economic situation 
requires the mother to work 
fulltime outside the home. The 
chidlren receive supervised care 
at the nurseries from 7 a.m. 
until 6 p.m. five days a week, 
OPPORTUNITY TO LEARN 


“Our services do not include 
regular academic courses,”’ 
pointed out Miss Annie L. Ed- 
wards, supervisor at the Doro- 
thy Arkwright Day Nursery. 
“However, our program in- 
cludes giving the children an 
opportunity to learn all they'd 
learn in kindergarten.’ 


Discovering they can do many 
things—and do them well—is 
a source of never-ending ad- 
venture for the nursery stu- 
dents. 


“They all seem to find the 
most enjoyment and excitement 
in acquiring skills,”’ Miss Ed- 
wards said. “Creative play is 
one of our most successful pro- 


grams of work. Even the 2- 
year-olds find building with 
blocks fascinating. The chil- 


dren seem to particularly like 
to draw, paint and make small 
things.” 


Miss Edwards and Mrs. Lois 
Hancock, supervisor at the 
Osgood Sanders Day Nursery, 
report that the average young- 
ster under their care is ‘‘quite 
observant."” He has an “al- 
most uncanny”’ ability to trans- 
port what he sees in the adult 
world to his own surroundings. 


“For instance,”” Miss Ed- 
wards said, ‘‘a trip to the gro- 
cer's will nearly always result 
in ‘playing store’ at the nurs- 
ery. The boys stock their store 
with facsimiles of products 
that caught their eye. They 
carry on some mighty-adult- 
like conversations with their

customers at times, too! 


Mrs. Hancock explained that 
relationships with each other at 
the nurseries are an invaluable 
part of the over-all scheme. 


OBJECTIVES 

“One of our objectives,” she 
continued, “is to help the chil- 
dren become socially acceptable 
in any group. For some, time 
spent at the nursery represents 
their first experience at playing 
together with youngsters of their 
own age. Naturally, we encour-

age good-grooming habits, an- 
other phase that the children 
respond to with enthusiasm.”’ 


A complete noon-day meal is 
served with the menu designed 
to ‘“‘meet as many of the child's 
nutritional needs as possible.” 
Each child is served milk three 
times a day, and a citrus juice 
at least once daily. Milk and 
crackers are served as an after- 
noon snack, and all the chil- 
dren are regularly given mul- 
tiple vitamins. 


At least two of the youngsters 
were introduced to their first 


solid food at the nursery. Both 
2-vear-Olds, they had been 
limited to a diet of milk and 
juices. 

Services offered by the Shel- 
tering Arms Association em- 
braces the entire family. When 
a mother applies to one of the 
nurseries, the case is investi- 
gated by a social worker, who 
is e®Mployed on a fulltime basis 
by the association, to determine 
the real needs of the applicant. 
In addition to child care, help is 
also available to the home from 
a family service agency.—BET- 
TY CARROLLTON

The 1960 Woman 


NEW YORK (WNS)—Gerold 
Frank, intimate biographer of 


famous women, disputes the 
contention that modern wom- 
an’s brains and independence 


are undermining modern man’s 
masculinity. 


Mr. Frank, who specializes in 
chronicling the feminine search 
for love, has written the first- 
person biographies of Lillian 
Roth, the late Diana Barry- 
more, Sheila Graham and Zsa 
Zsa Gabor. 


As co-author of these best- 
sellers, he spent months in 
close association with each of 
his subjects, establishing more 
empathy with women’s prob- 
lems and _ personalities than 
many a psychoanalyst. 


“T don’t believe that the av- 
erage American male feels sub- 
merged,” he said. “This could 
happen to the man of 100 years 
aco, suddenly entering our cur- 
rent social scene. 


CONDITIONED 


‘‘But modern men are already 
conditioned to women as social 
and intellectual equals. After 
all, we’ve grown up with the 
emancipated female. They were 
our sisters, our schoolmates 
and the women with whom 
we're in contact daily,”’ ex- 
plained Mr. Frank, who is tall, 
balding, pleasantly middle-aged 
and happily married. 


“A savage — or my grand- 
father — might be incompatible 
with today’s American woman. 
I’m not,” he said, “and I can't 
see any basic reasons for other 
men to be.”’ 


The man-woman relationship 
“always adds up to one hun- 
dred,”” he continued. In _ his 
view, nonaggressive men tend 
to choose aggressive women. 
Shy women prefer aggressive 
men. A man who resented wom- 
an’s economic equality would 
choose one who didn’t have high 
earning power. 


“These factors all equal out,” 
he said. “‘You usually choose 
the mate you need for your own 
psychological pattern. You 
may, of course, accept some 
characteristics you don’t like— 
and later on, these can become 
dangerously irritating.” 


Love, marriage and family 
life are being shaken by transi- 
tion from the older order to 
modern values, he said. Roman- 
tic thinking is still keyed to the 
time of Keats and Shelley, so 
both men and women in these 
days of atomic energy and 
space travel feel a lack in each 
other which is based on unre- 
ality.

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HISTORY-MAKING MEETING TODAY? 


NEW YORK (#—The American League execu- 
tives will meet here Wednesday to discuss action 
on its approved vote to expand to 10 teams for the 
1962 season. 


President Joe Cronin's circuit faces a much 
more difficult problem than did its older rival, 
the National League nine days ago when it swiftly 
grabbed Houston and New York in making the 
first expansion move in 62 years. 


While the National had only two cities in mind, 
the American is undecided which two to choose 
from among Dallas-Fort Worth, Minneapolis-St. 
Paul, Los Angeles and Toronto. Other applicants 
for the ninth and 10th franchises include Buffalo, 
Oakland, Seattle, San Diego and Denver. 


It is highly possible that no decision will be 
reached at this meeting, which may go over into 


the next day. The junior circuit is confronted by 
internal problems which must be solved before the 
club owners get around to expansion. 


“We're hopeful of coming out of the meeting 
with two new cities,”’ said Cronin, ‘“‘but I don’t 
want to make a prediction as to what will happen. 
I know there will be lots of discussion. Nobody 
really knows just what will happen. But I know 
this. It will be one of the most important meetings 
in American League history." 


The American League virtually is unanimous 
in wanting to place a franchise in Los Angeles, 
currently the exclusive territory of the Nationals. 
The big question is how? Shall it be done by ex- 
pansion or by moving another franchise? 


The death of Arnold Johnson, owner of the 
Kansas City Athletics, and the apparent desire of

his widow to sell the franchise, has the other 
A. L. owners up in the air. They feel the eventual 
new owners may request a move to the west coast 
city. 


The majority of the owners favor such a move 
and are hopeful of pushing to a vote the immedi- 
ate granting of franchises to Dallas-Fort Worth 
and Minneapolis-St. Paul. Another faction, headed 
by Bill Veeck and Hank Greenberg of Chicago, 
wants to wait until the Kansas City club is sold 
before a committment is made to any of the 
applicants. 


It has been reliably reported that Greenberg, 
vice president of the White Sox, is eager to pur- 
chase his own franchise, preferably the one in 
Washington. He is expected to propose that Cal- 
vin Griffith move his Senators to Minneapolis- 


St. Paul, thereby paving the way for his purchase 
of the vacated Washington territory. The granting 
of a franchise to Dallis-Fort Worth would com- 
plete the expansion plan. 


Griffith has long nursed the idea of moving to 
Minneapolis-St. Paul. A stadium recently was 
built between the Minnesota cities that soon is to 
be enlarged to seat 45,000. Twice before Griffith 
has been denied by his fellow owners. 


An American League executive confided that 
Griffith again will be spurned. According to the in- 
formant, four clubs—Baltimore, Boston, New 
York and Cleveland—will vote against him should 
he request permission to move. It takes a three- 
fourth vote to approve a franchise shift or the 
granting of a new franchise.

Judge Pye 
Studies Press 
In Contempt 


Judge Durwood T. Pye has set 
aside contempt citations against 
Atlanta Newspapers Inc. and an 
Atlanta Journal reporter, but he 
held both cases open for “‘further 
consideration.” 


The Fulton Superior Court judge 
entered the decisions in accord- 
ance with rulings of the Georgia 
Supreme Court, which reversed 
contempt citations the judge had 
assessed against the newspaper 
corporation and Journal reporter 
Gordon Roberts. 


Judge Pye had fined the cor- 
poration $20,000 and the reporter 
$100. 


“Whether the instant case is 
open to further proceedings, upon 
an amended citation, in the light 
of the law as laid down by the 
Supreme Court, which law is bind- 
ing on all courts, is a matter re- 
quiring further study,” the order 
said. 


The juduge signed an order 
holding both cases open for possi- 
ble further action by continuing 
them until the November-Decem- 
ber term of Superior Court. 


The contempt citations were 
levied in connection with news 
stories about the robbery trial of 
James Merimether. The state, 


represented by Judge Pye, | 


claimed news accounts contain- 
ing improper material reached 
the trial jurors. 


The appellate court held, how- 
ever, that the newspapers had 
reason to believe that the jurors 
would be instructed not to read 
accounts of the trial and that 
the newspapers had no way of 
knowing the articles would be 
seen by jurors.
